Freedom By Consensu« 
Members of Congress are charged with re­ 
sponsibility for legislation. Perhaps it does not 
occur to them often enough that they hav e an 
ev en greater responsibility, which is to explore 
and crystallize into opinions the thoughts of 
ttieir countrymen. 
“There oughta be a law” has become one 
of the jokes of this self-gov erning nation. It 
reflects the t« idency of lawmakers at all lev els 
oi golemment to try to cure ev erything that is 
gick or ailing by passing another law. 
There are some matters which » cannot be 
dealt with by merely passing another law. 
There are other matters on which no legislation 
is feasible until opinion has crystallized. With 
due respect to the able presentation of both 
points of v iew on Sen. Bricker’s proposal for a 
constitutional amendment to curb the presiden­ 
tial power to make treaties and executiv e agree­ 
ments, the long debate which ended last week 
rev ealed no crystallization of opinion on what 
kind of an amendment it should be. 
• 
The debate rev ealed a crystallization of opin­ 
ion on only one thing—that the power to make 
treaties and executiv e agreements had been 
abused in the past on rare occasions but nev er 
should be abused on any occasion in the future. 
On that point there was a consenus. Ev ery 
member of the U.S. Senate agreed it had been 
wrong in the past and would be wrong in the 
future to make any treaty or agreement which 
would diminish the freedom of U. S. citizens 
without separate action by Congress. 
The consensus is just as powerful in this 
Instance as an amendment would hav e been, 
prov ided the Senate could hav e agreed on a 
proposal. It is in fact many times more power­ 
ful because it is final and absolute, whereas an 
amendment would hav e had to go through the 
long process of approv al by the House of Rep­ 
resentativ es and ratification by three fourths 
of the states. 
From now on, every treaty and ev ery execu­ 
tiv e agreement will be under critical scrutiny 
for signs of danger under the rule that these 
may take precedence ov er domestic law. Con» 
gress, the White House, the State Department 
and the Courts hav e learned from a great 
debate in the Senate that they are expected to 
redouble their v igilance in behalf of freedom. 
If the proposal for a constitutional amend­ 
ment to curb the treaty power nev er were heard 
of again, it is entirely possible there might be 
no need to mention it again. The record of the 
Senate debate would hav e the effect of law.

, As a matter of fact, propaganda 
is now going the rounds in this 
country to soften up the American 
people to recognize Red China de 
facto and to agree to a seat for 
Red China in the United Nations. 


THE SAME big names are being 
used as hav e for years been used 
to conv ince Americans to do the 
wrong things which hav e prov ed 
so costly not only in prestige and 
wealth but in the liv es of our sons. 
The argument runs: 
1. Some say: Let us be practical 
and realistic. Red China is there. 
So we hav e to deal with them. 
(The United States did n o t 
recognize Sov iet Russia from 1917 
to 
1933. 
B o t h 
countries 
sur­ 
v iv ed.) 
2. Some say: I hate Red China 
for her barbarous treatment of our 
troops, but we cannot settle any­ 
thing in Asia without Red China. 
So let us recognize Red China. 
(It has been experience in ev ery 
conference since Teheran in 1943 
that when a concession is made to 
the Sov iet Univ ersal State, a new 
situation dev elops which requires 
further concessions. 
Could Mr. Dulles or anyone else 
guarantee that if the Korean and 
Indochinese issues were resolv ed, 
that a Burmese, an Indonesian, 
or an Indian situation would not 
immediately be dev eloped?) 


3. SOME SAY: If we recognize 
Red China and giv e her a seat in

away from Sov iet Russia.

(The Chinese Communist mov e­ 
ment was organized in 1920 at tbe 
I Baku O m gr^s of Nations of the 
Orient Most of its leaders are 
I Russian trained and are firm ad­ 
herents to Marxism. They hav e 
been loyal to the Kremlin, taking 
strict orders from it since 1923 
when Michael Borodin was sent 
j to China to reorganize the rev olu- 
! tion cn a Marxist basis. There is 
not a scintilla of ev idence that any 
I change in attitude has 
t a k e n 
! place. In fact, the writings and 
speeches of Mao Tze-tung a n d 
Chou En-lal confirm the loyalty 
of Red China to the Kremlin. 
Those who believ e a schism pos­ 
sible do not understand the nature 
of the Sov iet Univ ersal State in its 
current manifestations.) 


THE LINE for recognition will 
be accented during the next month 
to pav e the way for whatev er de­ 
cision comes ouf of the Genev a 
Conference. 
This does not mean that John 
Foster Dulles fav ors the recogni­ 
tion of Red China or the seating 
of that country in the United Na­ 
tions. It does mean that, for all 
practical purposes, the U n i t e d 
States has become isolated. Dean 
Acheson kept unwilling nations to 
a plausible line by a bribery that 
cost this country roughly 6 million 
dollars a year. John Foster Dulles 
cannot continue these subv entions 
because the money is not av ail­ 
able. 
He maintained a f r o n t with 
Great Britain and France at Ber­ 
lin by making the concession of 
agreeing to the Genev a Confer­ 
ence. He cannot know, and no­ 
body can know, what combination 
of countries he will encounter at 
G e n e v a , what forces of neu­ 
tralism, of open or conv ert enmi­ 
ty he may face among our for­ 
mer friends who want to make up 
their lost American subv entions by 
an East-West trade that can de­ 
v elop into Russian subv entions. 
Our diplomatic adv antages hav e 
deteriorated since our failure in 
Korea more than the American 
people hav e been permitted to 
know. Dulles knows and his anx­ 
ieties must be great indeed. 
Once Red China wins a seat in 
the United Nations, the Sov iet 
Univ ersal State will hav e

Squeezed To A Po int 
The president of Brandeis Univ ersity, Dr. 
Abram L. Sachar, warns that the strength of 
the United States is being sapped by anti- 
inteUectualism. 
Dr. Sachar said a few days ago that the 
worst thing which can befall an American 
citizen with political ambitions is to be ac­ 
cused of hav ing an academic attitude — to 
be called an “egghead.” Gifted 
men 
with 
high potentials for public serv ice, he went on 
to say, are being forced aside by primitiv es 
and bully-boys who exemplify the “surv iv al of 
the unfittest.” 
These ideas are not new, nor are the primi­ 
tiv es and bully-boys of politics. But there is 
something new about the plight of “eggheads.” 
They are caught between pressures stronger 
than ev er squeezed them before. Perhaps that 
is why their heads are figurativ ely egg-shaped. 
The pressure to become academically supe­ 
rior is stronger than ev er before, because 
academic superiority is the basis for admitting 
potential eggheads to college. Business, in­ 
dustry, 
the professions 
and 
the arts and 
sciences keep raising the standards from year 
to year with their demands for more education. 
Yet, any citizen with political ambitions who 
betrays by his thinking and speaking that he 
has learned through education how to behav e* 
as a creature of reason rather than one of 
passion is placed at a disadv antage by ruthless 
competitors who make a fetish of beharing as 
if they had no education at aU in anthing but 
saloon fighting.

There are lots of things worse 
for the Republican party than los­ 
ing an election next autumn. One 
is to let the American people lose 
confidence in the dollar. 
This could result from an aban­ 
donment of sound economic pol­ 
icies by the Republican party and 
a display of political cowardice in 
the face of minority pressures. 
If the Republican party in Con­ 
gress which has proclaimed itself 
as the party of “sound money” 
now yields to expediency and v otes 
to cut off 15,00((,000 persons from 
the payment of aU income taxes 
and imitates the Democratic party, 
which has for many years kept toe 
budget unbalanced by spending 
billions for political purposes, toe 
American people will lose faith in 
both parties and come to believ e 
there is no hope hereafter of main­ 
taining the integrity of their mone­ 
tary unit. 
When a people lose faith in their 
monetary unit it is the same thing 
as a run on a bank. Loss of confi­ 
dence and panic ensue. Prices rise 
precipitately, sav ings are wiped 
out, and the currency ev entually 
isn’t worth the paper it is printed 
on. 
This is what happened in Ger­ 
many in 1923 when a mark, pre­ 
v iously worth 20 cents, became 
v irtually worthless. It t^ k a mil­ 
lion marks to get a taxicab to go 
a mile. 


THE BANKRUPTCY of toe cen­ 
tral gov ernment causing the loss 
of priv ate property to toe citizens | 
in this panic helped to condition i 
Germany for Hitler’s Fascism.

When the Republican party took , 
ov er in Washington on January 20, 
1953, the businessmen of America 
felt that at last an administration | 
had been inaugurated which would ; 
balance the budget and assure toe | 
people that toe sav ings bonds they j 
own would be redeemed with dol- ; 
lars that would buy at least as 
much as they did on toe day toe 
bonds were bought. 
Today toe gov ernment’s ability 
to borrow money to meet a deficit 
when toe budget is unbalanced 
rests solely on toe confidence of 
toe people that the dollar inv ested i 
in gov ernment bonds will be worth 
a dollar later on. 
If toe people come to the con­ 
clusion that it isn’t worth buying 
gov ernment bonds because these 
will purchase less and less goods 
in subsequent months, a panic and 
deep depression may come sooner 
than is realized by the politicians 
who today are openly urging that 
toe budget shall be unbalanced by 


' many billions of dollars a year In 
; what is often called by the high- 
sounding name — “deficit financ­ 
ing.” 
1716 issue is easy to understand. 
The federal budget after many 
years of deficits has at last been 
brought into approximate balance. 
The cash to be collected is esti­ 
mated to exceed toe expenditures 
of gov ernment for the coming fis­ 
cal year. When this was announced 
recently it created a climate of 
confidence in the American dollar 
all ov er the world. 
Then the “prophets of gloom” 
got busy. From Democratic party 
spokesmen, anxious to discredit the 
Republican administration, came 
statements that a “recession” and 
perhaps a “depression” was in pro­ 
spect. 
It is true a business readjustment 
has been in progress but this hajv 
pened also in 1949 and the Demo­ 
cratic party did not then cry out 
for a cut in the tax rolls and a 
bigger and bigger deficit. 
In fact. President Truman at that 
time insisted that taxes be raised.

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Freedom By Consensus 
Members of Congress are charged with re­ 
sponsibility for legislation. Perhaps it does not 
occur to them often enough that they have an 
even greater responsibility, which is to explore 
and crystallize into opinions the thoughts of 
their countrymen. 
“There oughta be a law” has become one 
of the jokes of this self-governing nation. It 
reflects the tendency of lawmakers at all levels 
of government to try to cure everything that is 
sick or ailing by passing another law. 
There are some matters which»cannot be 
dealt with by merely passing another law. 
There are other matters on which no legislation 
is feasible until opinion has crystallized. With 
due respect to the able presentation of both 
points of view on Sen. Bricker’* proposal for a 
constitutional amendment to curb the presiden­ 
tial power to make treaties and executive agree­ 
ments, the long debate which ended last week 
revealed no crystallization of opinion on what 
kind of an amendment it should be. 
- 
The debate revealed a crystallization of opin­ 
ion on only one thing—that the poiver to make 
treaties and executive agreements had been 
abused in the past on rare occasions but never 
should be abused on any occasion in the future. 
On that point there was a consenus. Every 
member of the U.S. Senate agreed it had been 
wrong in the past and would be wrong in the 
future to make any treaty or agreement which 
would diminish the freedom of U. S. citizens 
without separate action by Congress. 
The consensus is just as powerful in this 
instance as an amendment would have been, 
provided the Senate could have agreed on a 
proposal. It is in fact many times more power­ 
ful because it is final and absolute, whereas an 
amendment would have had to go through the 
long process of approval by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and ratification by three fourths 
of the states. 
From now on, every treaty and every execu­ 
tive agreement will be under critical scrutiny 
for signs of danger under the rule that these 
may take precedence over domestic law. Con* 
gress, the White House, the State Department 
and the Courts have learned from a great 
debate in the Senate that they are expected to 
redouble their vigilance in behalf of freedom. 
If the proposal for a constitutional amend­ 
ment to curb the treaty power never were heard 
of again, it is entirely possible there might be 
no need to mention it again. The record of the 
Senate debate would have the effect of law.

the unfittest.” 
These ideas are not new, nor are the primi­ 
tives and bully-boys of politics. But there is 
something new about the plight of “eggheads.” 
They are caught between pressures 
stronger 
than ever squeezed them before. Perhaps that 
is why their heads are figuratively egg-shaped. 
The pressure to become academically supe­ 
rior is stronger than ever before, 
because 
academic superiority is the basis for admitting 
potential eggheads to college. Business, in­ 
dustry, 
the professions 
and 
the arts and 
sciences keep raising the standards from year 
to year with their demands for more education. 
Yet, any citizen with political ambitions who 
betrays by his thinking and speaking that he 
has learned through education how to behave 
as a creature of reason rather than one of 
passion is placed at a disadvantage by ruthless 
competitors who make a fetish of behaving as 
if they had no education at all in anthing but 
saloon fighting. 


More Pay For Congressm en 
If members of the House of Representatives 
wait for the Senate to start action on a proposed 
pay increase, and members of the Senate wait 
for the House, there will be no increase this 
year. 
Although there is a strong case for boosting 
congressional salaries to $27,500, which is the 
most attractive recommendation, the fact is 
there has been a gross error in timing as far 
as doing anything this year is concerned. 
The time for congressmen to raise their own 
pay is early in the first session of the Congress 
to which they have been elected the preceding 
November. 
They should avoid the years of congressional 
elections. 
They should avoid situations in which one 
party will be blamed by members of the other 
party for frittering away the people’s hard­ 
earned money. 
They should avoid situations in which events 
have made many millions of Americans wish 
fervently for a higher type of congressional 
representation.

The Geneva Conference is one 
of t h e s e outside arrangements 
called to solve both the Korean and 
Indochinese affairs and undoubted­ 
ly to determine the relations be­ 
tween Red China and the United 
States. 
The 
reported 
agreement 
be­ 
tween the United States and So­ 
viet Russia that the subject of a 
seat for Red China will not be dis­ 
cussed at Geneva is meaningless. 
The Russians were not to bring 
the subject up at Berlin but they 
did. 
, As a matter of fact, propaganda 
is now going the rounds in this 
country to soften up the American 
people to recognize Red China de 
facto and to agree to a seat for 
Red China in the United Nations. 


THE SAME big names are being 
used as have for years been used 
to convince Americans to do the 
wrong things which have proved 
so costly not only in prestige and 
wealth but in the lives of our sons. 
The argument runs: 
1. Some say: Let us be practical 
and realistic. Red China is there. 
So we have to deal with them. 
(The United 
States 
did 
n o t 
recognize Soviet Russia from 1917 
to 
1933. 
B o t h 
countries 
sur­ 
vived.) 
2. Some say: I hate Red China 
for her barbarous treatment of our 
troops, but we cannot settle any­ 
thing in Asia without Red China. 
So let us recognize Red China. 
(It has been experience in every 
conference since Teheran in 1943 
that when a concession is made to 
the Soviet Universal State, a new 
situation develops which requires 
further concessions. 
Could Mr. Dulles or anyone else 
guarantee that if the Korean and 
Indochinese issues were resolved, 
that a Burmese, an Indonesian, 
or an Indian situation would not 
immediately be developed?) 


3. SOME SAY: If we recognize 
Red China and give her a seat in 
the United Nations, a 
split will 


develop between Red China and 
Soviet Russia and the U n i t e d 
Stat es can 
wean 
Red 
C h i n a 
away from Soviet Russia. 
(The Chinese Communist move­ 
ment was organized in 1920 at the 
Baku Congress of Nations of the 
Orient. Most of its leaders are 
Russian trained and are firm ad­ 
herents to Marxism. They have 
been loyal to the Kremlin, taking 
strict orders from it since 1923 
when Michael Borodin was sent 
to China to reorganize the revolu­ 
tion en a Marxist basis. There is 
not a scintilla of evidence that any 
change in attitude has t a k e n 
place. In fact, the writings and 
speeches of Mao Tze-tung a n d 
Chou En-lai confirm the loyalty 
of Red China 
to 
the 
Kremlin. 
Those who believe a schism pos­ 
sible do not understand the nature 
of the Soviet Universal State in its 
current manifestations.) 


THE LINE for recognition will 
be accented during the next month 
to pave the way for whatever de­ 
cision comes ouf of the Geneva 
Conference. 
This does not mean that John 
Foster Dulles favors the recogni­ 
tion of Red China or the seating 
of that country in the United Na­ 
tions. It does mean that, for all 
practical purposes, the U n i t e d 
States has become isolated. Dean 
Acheson kept unwilling nations to 
a plausible line by a bribery that 
cost this country roughly 6 million 
dollars a year. John Foster Dulles 
cannot continue these subventions 
because the money is not avail­ 
able. 
He maintained a f r o n t with 
Great Britain and France at Ber­ 
lin by making the concession of 
agreeing to the Geneva Confer­ 
ence. He cannot know, and no­ 
body can know, what combination 
of countries he will encounter at 
G e n e v a , what forces of neu­ 
tralism, of open or convert enmi­ 
ty he may face among our for­ 
mer friends who want to make up 
their lost American subventions by 
an East-West trade that can de­ 
velop into Russian subventions. 
Our diplomatic advantages have 
deteriorated since our failure in 
Korea more than the American 
people have been 
permitted 
to 
know. Dulles knows and his anx­ 
ieties must be great indeed. 
Once Red China wins a seat in 
the United 
Nations, 
the 
Soviet 
Universal State w’ill have 
wron 
its second greatest victory. ( T h e 
first great v i c t o r y was when 
George Marshall, by 
an 
unfor­ 
tunate truce maneuver, opened the 
way for the conquest of China by 
Russia.)

After event’ “concentration dis­ 
trict and shop” is thus covered, 
the coordinator expects that each 
plant, building and department, 
and even each shift, will have at 
least one cadre member.

That’s the com­ 
rade’s pride and joy, and descrip­ 
tions of it fill the industrial reports 
to Moscow-’.

Tax Exemptions Would Weaken Dollar

There are lots of things w’orse 
for the Republican party than los­ 
ing an election next autumn. One 
is to let the American people lose 
confidence in the dollar. 
This could result from an aban­ 
donment of sound economic pol­ 
icies by the Republican party and 
a display of political cowardice in 
the face of minority pressures. 
If the Republican party in Con­ 
gress which has proclaimed itself 
as the party of “sound money” 
now’ yields to expediency and votes 
to cut off 15,(XX).OOO persons from 
the payment of all income taxes 
and imitates the Democratic party, 
which has for many years kept the 
budget unbalanced by spending 
billions for political purposes, the 
American people w’ill lose faith in 
both parties and come to believe 
there is no hope hereafter of main­ 
taining the integrity of their mone­ 
tary unit. 
When a people lose faith in their 
monetary unit it is the same thing 
as a run on a bank. Loss of confi­ 
dence and panic ensue. Prices rise 
precipitately, savings 
are wiped 
out, and the currency eventually 
isn’t worth the paper it is printed 
on. 
This is what happened in Ger­ 
many in 1923 when a mark, pre­ 
viously worth 20 cents, became 


many billions of dollars a year in 
what is often called by the high- 
sounding name — “deficit financ­ 
ing.” 
The issue is easy to understand. 
The federal budget after many 
years of deficits has at last been 
brought into approximate balance. 
The cash to be collected is esti­ 
mated to exceed the expenditures 
of government for the coming fis­ 
cal year. When this was announced 
recently it created a climate of 
confidence in the American dollar 
all over the world. 
Then the “prophets of gloom” 
got busy. From Democratic party 
spokesmen, anxious to discredit the 
Republican administration, came 
statements that a “recession” and 
perhaps a “depression” was in pro­ 
spect. 
It is true a business readjustment 
has been in progress but this hap­ 
pened also in 1949 and the Demo­ 
cratic party did not then cry out 
for a cut rn the tax rolls and a 
bigger and bigger deficit. 
In fact. President Truman at that 
time insisted that taxes be raised. 
Today, because it may seem 
“politically popular,” some propos­ 
als have been made by prominent 
Democrats in Congress which if 
adopted would mean that upwards 
of 15,000.000 persons would be free 
virtually worthless. It tqok a mil- from federal income tax payments 
lion marks to get a taxicab to go 
a mile. 


THE BANKRUPTCY of the cen­ 
tral government causing the loss 
of private property to the citizens 
in this panic helped to condition 
Germany for Hitler’s Fascism. 
When the Republican party took 
over in Washington on January 20. 
1953, the businessmen of America 
felt that at last an administration 
had been inaugurated which would 
balance the budget and assure the 
people that the savings bonds they 
own would be redeemed w’ith dol­ 
lars that would buy at least as 
much as they did on the day the 
bonds were bought. 
Today the government’s ability 
to borrow money to meet a deficit 
when the budget is unbalanced 
rests solely on the confidence of 
the people that the dollar invested 
in government bonds will be worth 
a dollar later on. 
If the people come to the con­ 
clusion that it isn’t worth buying 
government bonds because these 
will purchase less and less goods 
in subsequent months, a panic and 
deep depression may come sooner 
than is realized by the politicians 
who today are openly urging that 
the budget shall be unbalanced by 


altogether. Thus by raising the pre­ 
sent tax exemption toy $400, a m ar­ 
ried man wjth three children who 
earns up to $5,000 a year would 
pay no taxes at all. 


THIS WOULD be fine if the bud­ 
get were balanced, but it w’ould 
cost the treasury IO billion dollars 
a year in revenue, while the tax 
saving to the $5,000 man would 
be less than six dollars a week. 
It would appear on its face to 
be a good vote-getting program but 
it ignores the resentment of the 
other taxpayers — some 32.000,000 
—w’ho would 
feel 
discriminated 


against because they w’ould be ex­ 
pected to pay the whole burden of 
the income tax. 
Why shouldn’t every citizen pay 
at least one to six dollars a week 
in taxes to support t h e govern­ 
ment, and especially for national 
defense? 
There is no advantage in a tax 
exemption if an individual has no 
earnings because of continued un­ 
employment. 
The theory that. by increasing 
the tax exemptions, a business re­ 
vival will thereby be produced, has 
been proved false. All during the 
1930’s the New Deal tried the same 
formula. It sought to increase pur­ 
chasing power by WPA “leaf-rak­ 
ing” projects. 
The expenditure of government 
money temporarily helped the sale 
of some consumer goods but it 
didn’t create lasting jobs. Even by 
1939, when World War II broke 
out, there were still 9.000.000 per­ 
sons unemployed — a cut of only 
3,000.000 from the 1933 average.

- • • 
IT TOOK a war to bring jobs. 
Full employment came only when 
armament —heavy industry —was 
stimulated. 
Nobody wants a war and Ameri­ 
ca ought to be able to achieve a 
sound economy without a war. 
The treasury has proposed a tax 
revision plan to Congress wr h i c h 
will stimulate heavy industries by 
encouraging capital investment in 
new plants and equipment, so as 
to replace wornout tools. Such a 
program would bring prices down 
and cause the dollar to buy more. 
At the same time more and more 
jobs for the unemployed would be 
created by industrial expansion. 
There’s a sound and an unsound 
way to handle the tax program. 
One leads to a strong and healthy 
economy and the other leads to 
panic and disaster.

choice between political 
cowardice and political courage.

Though some persons, who ap­ 
pear very calm may feel all jumpy 
inside, most who feel jittery act 
that way, too. 
Among t h e Youngsters f r o m 
one to five years old whom you 
see in the next few weeks or 
months, notice n o w relaxed or 
tense their faces look when they 
are awake and not crying. You 
will be impressed with the wide 
differences among them. 
One m easure of a child’s relax­ 
ation is the ease with which he 
smiles. Though a f e w little chil- 
idren may be relaxed and still not 
smile much, they are, I think, ex­ 
ceptions. 
We 
usually 
associate 
ready smiles of the little child, 
and adults, too. with relaxation. 


SURELY, the less often we par­ 
ents are jittery, and the more often 
we feel serene, the more readily 
we smile at or with the child. 
S o m e children who are very 
tense and jittery have tense and 
jittery parents. Though this isn’t 
always the case, it’s hard to im­ 
agine children of nervous parents 
as being serene. As a rule. nervous 
parents have nervous children. 
How much of the child’s nerv­ 
ousness comes from physical in­ 
heritance and how much from en­ 
vironment, especially in the home, 
we can’t accurately ascertain. But 
so far as your chfW or mine is 
concerned, his inheritance is water 
over the dam . Our only hope of 
; rendering him more serene is in 
providing for his best physical care 
in the best possible emotional at­ 
mosphere. 
We might also make ourselves 
more serene by managing 
our­ 
selves a n d planning for a less 
; straining or exciting l i f e , with 
more recreation, rest and relaxa­ 
tion. 
We might even get some help 
for ourselves from*the family phy­ 
sician or the psychiatrist.
